White Race"* 

At 2:30 PM, the demonstrators disbanded the picket 
line, proceeded to their individual cars, and left the area*

interview by a Special Agent of the FBI was conducted with an 
individual who identified himself as J* B* STONER, Attorney at 
Law, from Augusta, Georgia* STONER said he was Vice Chairman 
of the National Executive Committee, NSRP, and stated that this 
picket line was formed to protest current House Committee on 
Un-American Activities hearings* 

According to STONER the demonstrators were local 
people from the surrounding areas of Maryland and Virginia*

Chicago Commission on Human Relations

I want to thank the Chicago Conference on Religion and Race for taking the 
initiative in convening this conference. I believe I express the appreciation of 
the entire community in thanking the civic, business, labor, religious, and civil 
rights leaders who are present today around the conference table to resolve grave 
issues that confront us. 

To assist in the constructive resolution of these issues, I personally wish 
to. recommend that we conscientiously consider and seek to agree on the following 
matters . I wish to emphasize that these are. proposals aimed at uniting us in a 
common purpose. We seek to open V opportunities throughout the entire metropolis, 
city and suburb, opportunities for freedom of residence and for all the- other 
rights which are every man's inheritance under our law.. 

These are the proposals: 

1. Inasmuch as the Circuit Court of Cook County has upheld Chicago «s Fair 
Housing Ordinance the Chicago Real Estate Board recommend to all brokers that they 
comply, in letter and spirit, with the ordinance and with Governor Kernels recent 
Executive Order. It. is clear that many brokers are already faithfully observing 

the law. 

2. The Chicago Real Estate Board establish a special subcommittee to work 
with similar subcommittees of the Commission on Human Relations and. the Chicago 
Conference on Religion and Race to help work out guidelines for real estate 
brokers to implement the provisions of the Chicago Fair Housing Ordinance. 

" 3. The Chicago Mortgage Bankers Association and the Cook County Council of 
Insured Savings Associations call upon their members to make mortgage loans in the 
city and suburbs without regard to "religion, nationality, color or race.

If demonstrations do not terminate 
promptly we may lose control of our membership and be unable to fulfill the

* 3. We have reflected carefully and have decided we will— as a Chicago organi- 

* zation— withdraw all opposition to the philosophy of open occupancy legislation 
at the state level— provided it is applicable to owners as well as to brokers— and 
we reserve the right to criticize detail as distinguished from philosophy— and we 
will request the state association of Real Estate Boards to do likewise but we 
cannot dictate to them. 

. 4. We respond to the Human Relations Commission by stating we will ef- 
fectively remind our members it is their duty to obey the Chicago Fair Housing

"Rioting white persons — estimated 2,000 — stormed the 
park, hurling bottles and rocks at passing cars which housed 
Negroes . 

Officers 
fired shots into the air and needed to use clubs to subdue some. 
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"Urging a *white revolution, f the Nazis passed out 
literature to the rally crowd. The material bore the swastika

^arrested in anti-Negro and anti-Jewish demonstrations. 

"Matt Koehl, who said he was commander-in-chief' of the 
American Nazi Party, said in 1963 that the organization was 
formed' r to oppose communism and race-mixing.* 

f, He said the Nazis do not favor integration or segre- 
gation but believe in complete racial separation. 

"Based on *Mein Kampf* 

"Koehl said, MYe consider Hitler as our spiritual 
or philosophical leader; he is the one who originally laid down 
the nationalist socialist world view. ' * > 

"According to Koehl, the American Nazi Party 's 
philosophy, is based on Hitler* s teachings in Mein Kampf , the 
f bibie f of theGerman Nazis. 

" f We anticipate taking over the American government, 1 
Koehl said. 'The overwhelming majority of white Americans support 
the program of the Nazi Party but do not recognize what the pro- 
gram is. They think they are anti-Nazi, but in basic sentiment 
they are Nazi. f , 

: ; "A party spokesman said Patler is in Chicago to aid 
party members in planning a policy for coming months. He said 
this program' may include marches, led by Rockwell, into Negro

He stated that 
these were incidents of Negro families driving through the area 
and not being a part of the demonstration.

Officer f l advised on August 14, 1966, that the 
demonstration in this area would leave the Mt. Hope Baptist 
Church at approximately 4:00 p.m. and proceed via motorcade 
to Gage Park High School parking lot at 56th and Rockwell 
Streets, There they would reassemble and march on foot north 
to 55th Street, west on 55th to the 2800 block where they would 
hold a prayer vigil before the Pech-Siiski Realty Company. Then, 
they would proceed north on Kedzie to the 5400 block and hold 
a fifteen-minute prayer vigil at Soltes Realty Company. There- 
after, they would proceed back to the parking lot and motorcade 
back to their point of origin. The Police Department anticipated 
approximately 300 people would participate in this march and that 
possibly 50 automobiles would ha utilized to transport the demon- 
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strators. Subsequently, Officer f | stated that these marchers 
would depart the Mt. Hope Baptisi Church at 4:30 p.m. He estimated 
that there would be between 500 and 600 people participating in 
this march rather than 300 as previously indicated.

Rockwell indicated he plans to return to Chicago for 
a rally and march to be held by the ANP on September 10, 1966.

During this time 
Rockwell stated, "Yfe are going to ship the damn Niggers back 
to Africa," and he also stated "Martin Luther King is a damn 
communist." Rockwell also referred to King as Martin Luther 
"Coon." Rockwell called for those present, especially the 
young people, to come to Chicago ANP Headquarters on the 
evening of August 21, 1966, to hear him speak. further.

Relations, advised on August 23, 1966, that the MP 
scheduled a demonstration for the City Hall, Chicago, at 
twelve noon August 24, 1966, to protest the failure of 
Chicago to effect the arrest of King. He also advised King 
was scheduled to address a student i*ally at 6401 South 
Sangamon, Chicago, to enlist student support in Chicago CFM 
activities. 

Chicago Police Department sources advised on 
August 23, 1966, that a group of approximately 178 individuals 
departed Egger V/opds at 6:35 p.m. on that date to march 
through the Deering neighborhood. Nineteen counter-demonstrators 
consisting of 16 adults including one female and 3 juveniles 
were arrested on the route of march and charged with disorderly 
conduct. One was also charged with possession of fireworks. 
Their nam es are set out below. Police Department Officer 

I | was hit by a rock thrown by an unknown assailant 1 ■ 

sustained minor injuries, was tx^eated and released. 
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At 8 p.m., police re-enforcements were sent 
to South 112th Street and Avenue B where counter-demonstrators 
tossed flares and f irecrackers in the vicinity of the parked 
automobiles of the demonstrators. 

At 8:20 p.m., the demonstrators returned to the 
cars and were escorted from the area by the Chicago Police 
Department. Counter-demonstrators" tossed rocks at the 
departing vehicles but no demonstrators were injured. 

Plans filed by the CFM with the Chicago Police 
Department on August 23, 1966, for a demonstration on 
August 24, 1966, included plans to assemble at Pasteur 
Park, West 58th Street and South Kostner, for a march 
in the area bounded by 5500 and 5900 South, between Kostner 
and South Pulaski. Prayer vigils were scheduled for Security 
Realtors, 5616 South Pulaski, and the Komenski Realtors, 
on West 55th Street, but no" time was listed. The Chicago 
Police Department speculated that ^probably* tho^maarchers;.' /.^.\* 
would begin to move at 6:30 p.m. 

At a press conference, on August 23, 1966, Police 
Superintendent 0. W. Wilson reported crimes in Chicago are 
up over 30% from a year ago and cited as the cause the 
large number of police assigned to demonstrations. He 
predicted a high crime rate will continue as police are 'so 
assigned.
